This is the second fall retail list issued by Gladland Acres. Last year’s list brought 
us a sales volume that was astonishing to us—and this year in which we offer an even 
greater variety of Gladland grown bulbs—with drastic price reductions of most of the 
newer varieties from last year’s schedules—we anticipate another deluge of fall orders. 


Last year we made special inducements for orders to be shipped in December, be- 
cause of lack of storage space and trays. Your responses swamped us to the extent 
‘that it took us until the last of February to complete the shipment of fall orders. For 
this season, we have completed a new storage house with 3,000,000 bulb capacity and 
have ample trays to supply our needs this year. We are now prepared to hold your 
fall orders for shipment as desired on date that you prefer, whether fall or spring. How- 
ever, in appreciation of the way in which you tried to help us last fall, we seis you 
that our bonus gifts will be at least as liberal as last year. 


Our acreage this year consists of 13 acres planted to bulblets, plus 3 acres planted 
to planting stock. In spite of this increased acreage many of the new varieties are in 
very limited supply and, as was the case last season, we are almost certain that fall 
orders will exhause the supply of many so that they cannot appear in the winter catalog. 
All varieties offered in this list are Gladland grown with the sole exception of our two 
1948 introductions, “BUTTERSCOTCH” and “APRIL” which were grown in Calif. We 
were a month earlier with our plantings this spring, consequently we are able to dig 
earlier this fall, and except for the unforseen, all bulbs should be out of the ground be- 
fore the rains start in late October. 


We feel that this last year has made for us a host of new friends—evidenced by 
hundreds of cordial letters, and many visitors this summer with whom we have thoroughly 
enjoyed checking our fields. Their impressions of flowers that seemed to them outstand- 
ing will be reflected in our variety comments as they will appear in the winter catalog. 
So many of them mentioned the fact that they could find nowhere\in our 1947 catalogs 
the names of us who conduct the Gladland Acres Bulb Farm, that it seems fitting that we 
introduce ourselves. Gladland Acres is a family enterprise—James Baker, a war veteran 
of over 5 years service, returned from Italy last December, has charge of the fields and 
packing house, our son and as yet a bachelor. Mrs. Stella M. Baker, who assists in 
office details, mother of James and wife of Paul V. Baker, who is writing this list—and 
whose part in filling your order is confined to selecting the bonus bulbs that are a part 
of each retail order as it reaches you. As very real effort is made to pick just those va- 
rieties that it seems from studying your list, that you would be most apt to enjoy, | often 
wonder just how successful | am in giving you a garden thrill when they bloom. 


All of us, | think, have one idea—and that is not how little, but how much we can 


afford to give you for that part of your gladiolus expenditure that you entrust to Glad- 
land Acres. 


SUPERIOR VARIETIES 


Gladland Acres have for many years been active in growing only the better newer 
varieties. We do not believe that any other grower is growing and offering a more 
extensive list of superior sorts. 


Our list is like the Blue Book of Society. Many older names are listed because they 
still fill a garden need — and the newer names are shown, not because they are new, 
but because they seem to us at this time to be varieties that are either definitely superior 
to similar color types, or have such originality that they merit space with every garden- 
er who is concerned that his Gladiolus section is an. outstanding one. One thing is 
certain: THAT THERE IS NOT A SINGLE VARIETY THAT DOES NOT POSSESS SPECIAL 
MERIT — NOT A SINGLE VARIETY THAT WHEN WELL GROWN DOES NOT HAVE 
PRIZE-WINNING POTENTIALITIES IF EXHIBITED IN A GLADIOLUS SHOW. Even if you 
know absolutely nothing of Gladiolus varieties by name — you may be assured that the 
very fact that it is included in our list is prima-facie evidence that it can produce a 
flower spike that of its color, size, and type is an outstanding one. With our segrega- 
tion of varieties into their color classes — it is a simple matter to be sure of having in 
your garden next summer, every shade and size that you desire by simply selecting 
from these classes, varieties which in size and form appeal to you most. You may not 
pick what the advanced Gladiolus “Fan” considers the best, but you can’t pick a poor 
or indifferent variety from our list. 


COST IS NOT THE MEASURE OF BEAUTY 


Cost is no criterion of the charm and beauty of a Gladiolus. In most cases prices 
are not reduced to a low level until the variety has proven its worth to an extent that.an 
expanded propagation program has been necessary to keep up with the demand—and 
insuch case the cost level reflects only the cost of growing and marketing, without the 
necessity of having to add to the price of each bulb sold, a percentage of the oftentimes 
heavy investment in the original starting stock of a new introduction. 

We do not offer a variety solely because it is new and the price is high, neither do 
we drop one from the list just because it reaches a low-price field. What we do offer 
is potential beauty, in bulbs of such health and vigor, that you may confidently expect 
to realize in your garden the possibilities that have already made you a Glad Fan. 


WHY WE CAN LOWER PRICES 


It is due to the extraordinary propagation of Gladiolus when grown in our fertile 
Oregon bulb soil, that has enabled us to quickly build stocks to such quantities that we 
are able to reduce prices of newer kinds so rapidly. You need only to compare our 
prices of such sorts as Burma, Silver Wings and Snow Cruiser with any list of last year 
to realize what substantial savings we are able to offer you. However, we have high 
labor costs—so that when a variety reaches a price level of 10c for large bulbs then the 
cost of the labor of production, precludes any further such price reduction. This is also 
the reason that we cannot afford to fill an order for less than 25c of a single variety— 
nor handle an order of less than $2.00 total. As a matter of record our retail orders 
of last year exceeded in average $10.50 each, and with remittances of this average 
we can afford to be liberal with our bonus gifts.

We were enthusiastic when we saw this seedling in the $.C:G.S. Pasadena Show in 
June. We were really excited when we saw it in Dr. Evans’ garden the following day, 
and also when we saw it in the field both grown from bulb stock and bulblets. The 

growth is strong and vigorous, foliage heavy and deep 
iin color. Spikes tall and willowy and straight. Growth 
was not as tall in our test garden but with us it stood 6 
inches taller than Leading Lady. 


April was runner-up for Grand Champion seed- 
ling spike at the Southern California Glad Society 
show this summer. Had the show been held a few 
hours earlier it could easily have won. Two wilting 
lower florets were a handicap. Later at the Fuchsia 
Show in Los Angeles, in a special glad exhibit, the 
visitors voted it a 7 to 1 favorite.

From this field (photographed 
July 14) we will harvest in Oc- 
tober about 2,000,000 bulbs. 
This is about one-third of our 
acreage this summer. Our av- 
erage stand is 20 bulbs to the 
foot. Planting was made from 
mid-March to mid-April, using 1 
qt. of bulblets to 160 lineal feet 
of row. 


Average germination was 
3000 per qt. Water for irriga- 
tion is available at all of our 
fields. As we piant a crop of 
gladiolus not oftener than once 
in 5 years on the same ground, 
much of our crop is grown on 
leased bottom land along the 
Santiam River. This field is on 
our own Bulb Farm. 


AN AERIAL VIEW OF OUR GLADLAND TRIAL GARDEN 


Our 1947 garden is a plot 110 by 135 feet. The entire space is planted in rows 
24 inches apart. The number of bulbs in the garden is approximately 18,000, with a 
value in excess of $20,000. About 400 of the 500 varieties we are growing this year 
are new and recent introductions, including some trial seedlings, which we are growing 
side by side with our best varieties of proven merit, so that we may have a yard stick 
of comparison. We use no fertilizer, a minimum of water, and no fungicide dips or 
sprays, as we want to know exactly how disease resistant these new varieties prove to be. 

Naturally the value of such a test garden is dependent on our records of perform- 
ances, and there are days when little time is left to do anything but make notes. This 
data, plus the records of our field plantings, is invaluable in our efforts to keep Glad- 
land varieties definitely superior ones. As soon as they satisfy us that they are worthy 
of inclusion in our list, we begin an intensive propagation program and as rapidly as 
we can absorb the initial investment, which in the case of many of the newest bulbs, is 
quite extensive, we begin to bring the price level down until finally as with “Ethel Cave 
Cole,” it reflects only the labor cost of production.

By using classification numbers we can convey in the space of a single line, 
nearly all of the information usually presented in several lines of a catalog. 

For example: ‘WHITE GOLD” (506), the first figure “5” shows it is in the Giant 
class with florets larger than 5%6 inches across, the second figures “06” show it to be a 
cream and our four word description “Huge cream, gold throat” conveys the rest of the 
picture as actually the florets often measure 72 inches, hence the “huge,” and the gold 
throat is a distinctive feature of this most outstanding variety. The letters “i” or ‘f” 
preceding the variety name indicates that the spike is informal (decorative) or formal 
(exhibition) in type. If ruffling is a pronounced feature of the flower it is so noted in 
the description, otherwise the petals are usually smooth.

—all are open pollenated—and all are from new varieties introduced in the past 3 years. 
Most are from 1946 or 1947 introductions or from trial seedlings grown for test. No 
record of parentage was kept—but all seed when picked was thrown into one grand 
mixture. Price per packet of 15 seeds — 25c. 

GLADIOLUS SEEDLINGS — This past summer we planted some seed saved from’ 
some of the most outstanding varieties. Planted quite late, they made mostly size 5 
bulbs. We offer these unbloomed size 5 seedling bulbs @ 5 for $1.00. They could be 
something very special, but probably most of them will prove to be just good, interesting 
varieties. If you want the fun of seeing them bloom for the first time, you will certainly 
get your money's worth. As an investment, however, that is almost certain to pay big 
cash dividends—we can say frankly that the odds are very much against you. Of course 
they will all be different, but if, like us, you thrill to the anticipation of the unknown, 
you will not regret this purchase. 
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The 1948 Gladland Catalog 


This is now in preparation and will be at least a half larger than our 1947 issuel. 
We believe it will be classed as one of the noteworthy gladiolus publications—and one 
that you will keep and value as a book of reference. This kind of a catalog is expensive 
to print (more than 50c per copy) and is too expensive for promiscuous distribution. 
It will be mailed in December to all Gladland customers who have purchased from us 
within the past two years. To all others we have decided to require a 25c deposit 
which will be credited as a part payment on your first order to us. When we tell you 
that in 1947 that the cost of catalog distribution was $2.50 per actual buyer, and that 
the total sales income must cover all costs of growing, advertising, and distribution, you 
can readily see that we could have made greater price reductions, or have been even 
more liberal with bonus bulbs, had this cost been less. This year, as you will have noted 
we have made drastic price cuts on most of the newer introductions, and this saving, in 
part, is possible because the actual buyers need not be charged with the full cost of 
catalogs mailed by us. It is possible that we may have underestimated the number of 
people, whom we think will feel that our 1948 catalog will be worth to them, the small 
deposit we ask. So it might be smart to get your catalog request in early. Of course, 
all of you who order for the first time from this fall list, will receive the catalog without 


special request or deposit. 


From Amateur to Professional 


It is only a matter of time before many amateurs, to a greater or lesser extent, 
turn professional at least to the point where income from cut flowers and sale of bulbs 
to their neighborhood friends makes the hobby self-sustaining and permits of ample in- 
vestment in the new varieties, without any drain on the regular business income. We 
personally went thru all these stages—until with us Glads are now a full-time really en- 


joyable business—and one that is not without profit. 


It is surprising what may be accomplished on a small garden plot or on a vacant 
city lot. An area 50 by 140 feet, tilled with either a wheel hoe or a garden tractor, has 
space to produce 800 dozen gladiolus spikes. If you start with good cut-flower varieties, 
this quantity should. find ready sale in even the smallest community—especially if 


planting is extended so that you have a long blooming period. 


We are happy to encourage the part-time glad grower and expect in our 1948 
catalog to offer some concrete suggestions as to how and what and when to plant—to- 
gether with advice as to cutting and marketing. Please don’t hesitate to write us about 


your specifiic problems—our experience is wholly at your disposal.

best scarlet we have grown. We have reduced the price by half so that you may plant 
it liberally. A medium size bulb will make a grand spike of color. 


| The Gladland Mixture 


Last year'we failed to starf digging early enough so the last bulbs were not lifted 
from the fields until early February. We knew that many bulbs were left in the ground 
—especially since the soil was water-saturated and many would cling to the mud. We 
left one field of 4 acres unplowed, and on September 2nd we began digging the vol- 
unteer bulbs (bulbs do not normally freeze in the Willamette Valley of Oregon). 


These are the bulbsywhich go into the Gladland Mixture. We should have marked 
many of these while intbloom, as this past month we noted Eglantine, Tunia’s Mahomet, 
Frilled Fragrance, Snow Cruiser, Red Rose, and many other scarce and costly varieties, 
but daylight hours were not enough to do this, and still do all of the necessary work 
that an acreage producing 6,000,000 bulbs requires, so into the mixture they go. A 
visitor from Ohio, who saw the volunteer stand commented that this ground actually 
had more bulbs growing on it than he was able to get on the same acreage when he 
carefully planted and tended a bulblet crop. 


A representative of a famous catalog house who saw this field at the height of its 
bloom, when told that the Gladland Mixture was made up of the bulbs grown from this 
field, immediately contracted for this mixture supply, and when we last saw him, he 
was still trying to find adjectives that would adequately describe its De Luxe Quality. 
We are not even trying to find adjectives—all we need to say is that it will contain only 
varieties listed in our 1947 catalog—plus a possible few that were not included because 
of insufficient stock. If we are able to get these cured, cleaned and graded (as we 
hope) by Dec. Ist—shipments will be made by express before Dec. 15th. Otherwise 
we will send on requested date in the spring. If desired by parcel post add 50c per lot 
to cover postage.

> large, or 175 medium, or 300 small bulbs, or 1 quart of bulblets. As many lots as you
